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A Few  of  the  Very  Many  Signers  of  the  Colonial 

Notes  of  Pennsylvania

ENNSYLVANIA  ranks  first  among  all 
the  thirteen  original  colonies  In  the 
number  of  bills  comprising  the  different 
Issues,  for  from  1723  to  1785  Inclusive, 
Scott's  1894  catalog  lists  two  hundred 
and  ninety  different  bills.  It  also  ex- 
ceeds all  the  other  colonies  In  the  num- 
ber of  appointees  for  signing  these 
notes  as  these  signers  were  well  over 
three  hundred.  Taken  as  a whole,  Penn- 
sylvania bills  do  not  seem  as  Interesting 
on  the  obverse,  at  least  In  the  matter 
of  design  as  do  some  of  the  colonies 
lying  farther  south,  owing  to  the  lack 
of  variety,  there  being  so  much  same- 
ness in  many  of  the  Issues  bearing  the 
arms  of  Great  Britain,  William  Penn  and 
the  seal  of  Pennsylvania.  But  this  de- 
ficiency Is  overbalanced  by  the  notable 
men  whose  autographs  are  appended. 

Among  the  men  of  prominence  whose 
names  have  been  found  on  the  bills  of 
Pennsylvania  we  can  mention  two  signers 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  one 
signer  of  the  United  States  Constitu- 
tion, one  signer  of  the  Articles  of  Con- 
federation, two  members  of  the  Stamp 
Act  Congress  of  1765,  several  members 
of  the  Continental  Congress,  and  three 
who  acted  In  the  capacity  of  Governor. 


John  Morton  (1724-1777)  a signer  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  was 
born  In  Pennsylvania  of  Swedish  an- 
cestry. He  had  but  three  months  of 
public  schooling  but  was  educated  by 
his  foster  father,  a surveyor  by  profes- 
sion. Being  Industrious  and  having  an 
alert  mind  and  a fondness  for  precision, 
John  was  soon  able  to  be  employed  In 
surveying  land  and  many  tracts  were 
surveyed  by  him.  He  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Provincial  Assembly  and 
reelected  to  the  same  office  for  ten  con- 
secutive years,  and  later  served  seven 
more  terms.  He  held  the  positions  of 
High  Sheriff,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and 
Judge.  He  was  one  of  the  members  of 
the  Stamp  Act  Congress  from  Penn- 
sylvania, and  also  a member  of  the  Con- 
tinental Congress  1774-1777.  In  1776 
his  vote  with  two  others  placed  Penn- 
sylvania on  the  side  of  Independence 
by  a majority  of  one.  While  In  congress 
he  served  on  many  Important  commit- 
tees and  was  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  on  the  adoption  of 
the  Articles  of  Confederation,  although 
not  a signer,  these  being  ratified  after 
his  death.  Morton  was  a self  made  man 
of  sound  judgment,  and  was  unrelenting 
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in  his  stand  for  Colonial  fredom.  His 
name  can  be  found  on  bills  of  April  3, 
1772. 

Francis  Hopkinson  (1737-1791)  an 
author  and  Signer  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  was  born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  was  the  first  scholar  entered 
in  the  College  of  Philadelphia,  now  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  a grad- 
uate of  its  first  class.  He  studied  law 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  be- 
came a member  of  the  Provincial  Coun- 
cil of  New  Jersey,  and  in  1776  was 
elected  to  the  Continental  Congress. 
During  the  Revolution  he  used  his  ex- 
traordinary powers  of  satire  in  the  pub- 
lic press  of  the  day.  He  was  an  author 
of  considerable  note  and  is  probably 
best  known  by  his  pointing  ridicule 
upon  the  British  in  his  ballad  entitled 
"The  Battle  of  the  Kegs"  which  had  an 
immense  popularity.  He  was  Judge  of 
Admiralty  for  Pennsylvania  1779-1789, 
and  United  States  District  Judge  for 
Pennsylvania  until  his  death.  He  was  a 
man  of  varied  accomplishments,  skilled 
in  science,  literature,  painting  and 
music.  He  signed  bills  of  March  20, 


1771,  and  his  signature  is  very  much 
rarer  than  that  of  John  Morton. 

Daniel  Roberdeau  (1727-1795)  was 
born  in  the  West  Indies,  coming  in 
childhood  with  the  family  to  Philadel- 
phia where  he  received  his  education. 
He  was  an  early  Mason,  an  Elder  in 
the  Presbyterian  church,  and  for  twelve 
years  a manager  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital.  He  commenced  his  political 
career  as  Warder  of  Philadelphia,  and 
served  in  the  Pennsylvania  Assembly. 
Throughout  the  Revolution  he  was  an 
uncompromising  patriot  and  almost  in- 
variably chosen  Chairman  of  the  Mass 
Meetings.  While  on  the  Committee  of 
Safety  he  labored  hard  to  Improve  the 
defences  of  the  colony,  and  Interested 
himself  financially  with  his  friend  Col- 
onel Bayard  in  fitting  out  two  privateers, 
one  of  which  captured  a valuable  prize 
which  he  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
Congress,  and  when  bullets  were 
needed  for  the  army,  he  volunteered  to 
establish  a lead  mine  in  western  Penn- 
sylvania at  his  own  expense  and  built 
Fort  Roberdeau  to  protect  it.  He  was 
active  in  supporting  the  Articles  of  Con- 
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federation  and  affixed  his  name  to  the 
document  on  the  part  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  was  a member  of  the  Continental 
Congress  for  two  years  and  served  on 
the  Committee  of  Foreign  Affairs. 

Thomas  Mifflin  (1744-1800)  Governor 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  one  of  the  most 
noted  figures  of  the  Revolution,  was 
born  In  Philadelphia  of  Quaker  ances- 
try. He  graduated  at  the  College  of 
Philadelphia,  and  started  In  a mercan- 
tile career.  In  1774  he  was  a member 
of  the  first  Continental  Congress. 
After  the  battle  of  Lexington,  he  was 
filled  with  patriotism,  and  was  appointed 
Major  of  one  of  the  volunteer  regiments 
then  forming,  but  during  most  of  the 
war  he  served  as  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral, and  was  unable  to  take  part  In  the 
battles  previous  to  that  of  Princeton. 
Following  this.  Congress  raised  him  to 
the  rank  of  Major  General.  Unfortu- 
nately he  became  Involved  In  the  "Con- 
way Cabal"  against  General  Washing- 
ton which  placed  him  In  an  unenviable 
position.  He  was  however  again 
elected  to  the  Continental  Congress 
In  1783  and  became  Its  President.  Gen- 
eral Mifflin  was  a member  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Legislature,  and  Its 
Speaker  and  also  President  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Executive  Council.  In  1787  he 


was  a member  of  the  convention  that 
framed  the  United  States  Constitution 
and  one  of  Its  Signers.  He  assisted  In 
quelling  the  "Whiskey  Insurrection"  In 
1794,  and  finally  died  while  a member 
of  the  State  Assembly. 

Thomas  Wharton  (1735-1778)  Gov- 
ernor of  Pennsylvania  and  a grandson 
of  the  emigrant  founder  of  the  Wharton 
family.  He  became  a merchant  and 
was  much  respected  for  his  uprightness 
and  patriotism.  When  the  Stamp  Act 
was  passed  he  took  a decisive  stand  on 
the  side  of  the  opposition,  and  his  name 
with  that  of  other  members  of  the 
Wharton  family  was  among  the  first  to 
be  affixed  to  the  non-Importatlon  reso- 
lutions and  agreements  of  1765.  When 
the  news  of  the  closing  of  Boston  Har- 
bor reached  Philadelphia,  a public 
meeting  was  held  and  he  was  chosen 
a member  of  the  Committee  of  Cor- 
respondence. In  1776  he  was  President 
of  the  Council  of  Safety,  and  In  1777 
he  was  elected  President  (equivalent  to 
Governor)  of  Pennsylvania.  During  the 
Revolution  he  performed  his  duties  with 
ability  and  success,  and  at  his  death  In 
1778  he  was  burled  with  military  honors. 
Thomas  was  one  of  at  least  six  having 
the  name  of  Wharton  who  signed  the 
notes  of  Pennsylvania. 
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George  Bryan  (1731-1791)  jurist,  was 
born  In  Dublin  Ireland  and  died  in  Phila- 
delphia. He  came  to  this  country  in 
early  life  and  for  some  years  engaged 
in  commercial  activities  in  Philadelphia. 
He  became  a member  of  the  State 
Assembly,  and  in  1765  was  a member  of 
the  Stamp  Act  Congress,  in  which  he 
took  an  active  part.  He  was  Vice 
President  of  the  Supreme  Executive 
Council  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  1778 
at  the  death  of  Thomas  Wharton  he  suc- 
ceeded him  for  a short  time  as  an  act- 
ing Governor.  In  1779  Bryan  was 
elected  to  the  Legislature  and  prepared 
a draft  of  a law  for  the  gradual  emanci- 
pation of  the  slaves  in  the  state.  Later 
he  was  appointed  a Judge  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  state,  and  held  the 
office  until  his  death. 

Samuel  Rhoads  (1711-1784)  was  born 
in  Philadelphia  of  Quaker  ancestry.  He 
was  apprenticed  to  the  carpenter's 
trade  and  became  a wealthy  builder. 
In  1741  he  was  chosen  to  the  City 
Council  and  twenty  years  later  elected 
to  the  Assembly  together  with  Benjamin 


Franklin.  The  Assembly  chose  him  as  a 
commissioner  to  attend  a noted  confer- 
ence with  the  western  Indians,  and  the 
Six  Nations.  In  1774  he  was  elected  to 
the  Continental  Congress  and  during 
this  year  he  was  elected  Mayor  of 
Philadelphia.  He  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 
and  on  the  first  Board  of  Managers.  He 
was  also  one  of  the  early  members  of 
the  American  Philosophical  Society,  and 
for  many  years  a Director  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Library. 

Samuel  Cadwalader  Morris  (1743- 
1820)  was  a merchant  and  took  an  ac- 
tive part  in  perfecting  the  military  or- 
ganization of  the  state,  and  became  an 
officer  during  the  Revolution.  He  was 
a member  of  the  Council  of  Safety  in 
1776  and  of  the  Board  of  War  at  its 
organization.  He  assisted  in  eguipping 
the  state  navy,  and  was  appointed  by 
Congress  to  have  the  care  of  the  pris- 
oners of  war  within  the  limits  of  the 
state.  At  Princeton  and  Trenton  he 
was  in  command  of  a company  of 
Militia. 
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Cadwalader  Morris  (1741-1795)  a 
brother  of  Samuel  Cadwalader  Morris 
was  born  In  Philadelphia  and  also  died 
there.  He  joined  his  brother  in  the  im- 
porting business  and  was  the  firm's 
representative  In  the  West  Indies  for 
several  years.  He  was  a member  of  the 
Continental  Congress  1783-1784.  When 
the  Bank  of  Pennsylvania  was  established 
In  1780  he  served  for  a time  as  one  of 
its  inspectors  and  subscribed  £2500  to 
Its  capital:  the  object  of  this  Institution 
being  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  and 
transporting  food  to  the  army,  in  1781 
he  was  a founder  and  a member  of  the 
first  board  of  direcfors  of  the  Bank  of 
America.  After  the  war  he  moved  to 
BIrdsboro,  Pennsylvania,  and  with  some 
other  Philadelphia  capitalists  purchased 
two  iron  furnaces.  Later  he  sold  his 
Interest  In  this  venture  and  returned  to 
Philadelphia  and  engaged  In  the  Import- 
ing business. 

Charles  Thomson  (1729  - 1824)  a 
staunch  American  patriot,  was  born  In 
County  Derry,  Ireland,  and  came  to  this 
country  In  1740.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation at  the  academy  at  Thunder  Hill 
Maryland,  and  became  a teacher  at 
the  Friends  Academy,  Newcastle,  Dela- 
ware. Later  he  taught  In  Philadelphia, 
and  then  engaged  In  business  there.  He 
acted  as  Commissioner  among  the  In- 
dians and  was  adopted  Into  the  Dela- 
ware tribe  as  the  "Truth  teller"  such 
was  his  reputation  for  absolute  truthful- 
ness. He  embraced  the  cause  of  the 
Colonies  from  the  very  first,  and  In 
1774  was  unanimously  chosen  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Continental  Congress,  a 
position  he  occupied  throughout  Its  en- 
tire existence.  He  would  receive  no 
pay  for  the  first  year's  services,  and 
Congress  presented  his  wife  with  a 
silver  urn.  He  not  alone  kept  the  rec- 
ords of  Congress  but  kept  copious  notes 
of  Ifs  proceedings,  and  the  progress  of 
the  revolution,  but  finally  destroyed 
these  notes  fearing  the  unpatriotic  con- 
duct of  some  of  the  colonists  would 
give  pain  to  their  descendants. 


Lambert  Cadwalader  (1743-1823)  a 
Revolutionary  soldier,  was  a native  of 
Trenton,  New  Jersey,  and  was  de- 
scended from  Welsh  and  Quaker  ances- 
try. He  was  well  educated  in  the  Col- 
lege and  Academy  of  Philadelphia  now 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Before 
the  Revolution  he  engaged  In  business 
with  his  brother,  and  when  the  war  with 
England  began  he  was  actively  patri- 
otic, and  was  a member  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Correspondence  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Convention  of  1775  and  of  the 
state  Constitutional  Convention.  He 
was  one  of  the  Commanders  In  the  dis- 
astrous battle  of  Fort  Washington  and 
taken  prisoner  but  finally  released.  He 
was  a member  of  the  Continental  Con- 
gress 1784-1787  and  served  on  an  Im- 
portant committee.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  fhe  United  States  Congress 
In  the  Lower  House  1789-1791  and 
1793-1795. 

John  Mease  (1746-1826)  a soldier, 
was  born  In  Ireland,  came  to  this  coun- 
try when  a mere  lad  and  became  a 
shipping  merchant  In  Philadelphia.  He 
was  an  original  member  of  the  first 
troup  of  city  cavalry,  and  one  of  twenfy 
In  that  corp  who  under  General  Wash- 
ington crossed  the  Delaware  on  Christ- 
mas night  1776  for  the  battle  of  Tren- 
ton. John  Mease  was  one  of  five  men 
detailed  to  keep  alive  the  fires  along 
the  line  of  the  American  encampment  at 
Trenton  to  deceive  the  enemy  while 
the  army  marched  to  attack  the  rear 
guard  at  Princeton.  He  served  all 
through  the  war  and  suffered  greaf  loss 
of  property.  Mr.  Mease  In  the  latter 
days  of  his  life  continued  to  wear  the 
old  three  cornered  hat  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, and  was  often  called  "The  last  of 
the  Cocked  Hats." 

Adam  Hubley  (1740-1798)  a soldier, 
was  commissioned  as  a major  of  a Penn- 
sylvania regiment  in  1776  and  later  at- 
tained the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel. 
From  1783  until  1789  he  was  a member 
of  the  Assembly  and  In  1790  a State 
Senator. 
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The  Coins  of  Fuad

THE  recent  death  of  Fuad  I,  King  of 
* Egypt,  brings  to  a dose  a short  but 
interesting  coinage.  Fuad  was  never 
commonplace  and  his  coins  reflected 
this  by  injecting  a spot  of  color  into 
what  had  heretofore  been  a drab,  mo- 
notonous series  based  on  Turkish  models. 

Born  in  1868  at  the  palace  of  Gizeh, 
Fuad  was  the  youngest  son  of  the  spend- 
thrift Ismail  Pasha  who  brought  the 
intervention  of  the  foreign  powers  into 
Egypt  and  who  further  weakened  the 
overlordship  of  Turkey  over  that  land. 
On  the  abdication  of  his  father.  Prince 
Ahmad  Fuad  spent  his  youth  in  Italy 
but  returned  to  Egypt  in  the  nineties. 
On  the  death  of  his  brother  Hussein 
Kamil  in  1917  Fuad  became  Sultan  and 
on  the  ending  of  the  British  protector- 
ate in  1922  was  proclaimed  King.  His 
son  Farouk,  a youth  of  sixteen,  is  his 
heir. 

Among  his  many  activities  Fuad  was 
known  as  a stamp  collector.  His  first 
coins,  struck  while  Sultan,  follow  in  gen- 
eral those  of  his  brother  Hussein  Kamil 
but  without  ornamentation.  The  ob- 
verse has  in  compact  form  in  Arabic, 
"The  Sultan  Fuad  1335."  This  date  is 
the  year  of  his  accession.  The  reverse 
has  at  top  in  Arabic  "The  Sultanate 
of  Egypt,"  in  center  divided  by  an 
ornament,  at  left  10  piastres,  at  right 
10  Crush  in  Arabic,  at  bottom  1920 
and  in  Turkish  1338,  the  Muslim  year; 
below  a small  H,  the  mark  of  the  Mint, 
Birmingham.  Besides  the  10  piastres  5 
and  2 piastres  were  also  struck.  The 
same  were  also  struck  in  1921.  10,  5 

and  I milliemes  in  nickel  were  also  made 
in  Birmingham  in  1920  and  5 millieme 
pieces  in  1921.  The  King's  Norton  Co. 
struck  in  1920  and  1921,  10  millieme 
coins.  These  have  the  mint  letters  K.N. 
These  pieces  were  holed  in  the  center. 


On  the  coronation  of  King  Fuad  in 

1922,  500  and  100  piastre  pieces  were 
struck  at  the  London  Mint.  The  King 
desired  that  these  pieces  should  be  of 
a greenish  tinge  as  associated  with 
earlier  Egyptian  gold  coin  rather  than 
the  reddish  color  of  the  British  gold, 
consequently  they  were  alloyed  with  75 
parts  silver  and  50  parts  copper.  These 
pieces  show  the  King's  bust  to  right  in 
civilian  attire  and  wearing  a fez,  and 
at  right  in  Arabic,  "Fuad  the  First,  King 
of  Egypt." 

The  reverse  is  wholly  in  Arabic,  in 
center  within  a circle,  "The  Egyptian 
Kingdom"  above  500  or  100  grush  and 
below  ar  sides  1340  and  1922  separated 
by  three  groups  of  three  stars.  In 

1923,  50  and  20  piastres  were  also 
struck  in  gold  but  of  regular  alloy.  The 
obverse  was  similar  but  the  circle  and 
stars  were  omitted  on  the  reverse.  500 
and  100  piastres  were  also  struck  in 
1924  and  1926  and  50,000  20  piastres 
were  struck  in  1924,  1926  and  1928, 
also  in  1925,  20  piastres. 

The  same  design  was  used  for  the 
silver  as  on  the  larger  gold  but  the 
stars  were  omitted  on  the  reverse.  20, 
10  and  5 piastres  were  struck  in  London 
bearing  the  dates  of  1923  and  1341. 
After  this  the  silver  was  struck  in  Birm- 
ingham, 20  piastres  in  1925,  10  and  5 
piastres  in  1925  and  1926  and  2 piastres 
in  1924.  This  latter  piece  bears  the 
dates  1 923  and  I 342. 

The  same  obverse  was  used  for  the 
minor  coinage  which  no  longer  have 
the  central  hole  in  them.  The  reverses 
have  the  same  inscription  but  arranged 
differently,  the  denomination  being  in 
large  figures  in  the  center.  10  and  5 
milliemes  in  copper-nickel  were  struck 
at  the  London  Mint  in  1924,  2 piastres 
were  struck  at  Birmingham  in  1925  but

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United  States  Commemorative  Coins 

The  Panama-Pacific  Issues 


The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was 
held  from  February  20th  to  December 
4th,  1915,  in  San  Francisco,  in  cele- 
bration of  the  construction  and  open- 
ing of  the  Panama  Canal.  It  was  one 
of  the  largest  expositions  ever  held  in 
the  United  States  and  attracted  visitors 
from  all  over  the  world.  Forty-four 
States,  United  States  Territories,  ana 
thirty-six  foreign  nations  were  repre- 
sented. The  total  expenditures  of  the 
exposition  amounted  to  more  than 
$50,000,000. 

The  site  consisted  of  635  acres  on  San 
Francisco  Bay  just  within  the  Golden 
Gate.  There  were  three  groups  of  build- 
ings. In  the  center  eleven  great  ex- 
hibition palaces  and  the  Festival  Hall; 
to  the  west,  spread  out  fan-shaped, 
pavilions  of  the  foreign  nations  and  the 
States,  the  Live  Stock  Exhibition  Build- 
ing, and  the  Race  Track;  to  the  east, 
the  places  of  amusement. 

The  coins  struck  in  connection  with 
the  Exposition  are  among  the  most  in- 
teresting of  the  United  States  commem- 
orative Issues.  The  four  different  de- 
nominations are  described  as  follov/s;

OF  AMERICA  FIFTY  DOLLARS;  in 
angles  of  octagon,  eight  dolphins.  Re- 
verse: An  owl  perched  on  a pine

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The  Small  Sized  Gold  Certificates 

By  ROBERT  H.  LLOYD 


THE  change  of  Adnninistrations  In  the 
• early  part  of  1933  marked  the  cessa- 
tion of  the  printing  of  the  Gold  Certi- 
ficates. Hence  the  new  varieties  of 
fac-simlle  signatures  that  are  to  be 
found  on  other  styles  of  currency  do 
not  appear  on  this  type.  Many  of  the 
Woods-MIlls  certificates  did  not  get 
into  general  circulation.  Under  the 
terms  of  the  Gold  Act  of  1934,  most 
of  the  bills  were  quickly  removed  from 
circulation.  Only  a small  fraction  of  the 
original  Issue  are  now  outstanding. 

Collectors  hold  a few  of  these  bills, 
largely  of  the  small  denominations. 
Collectors  hold  none  of  the  Series  of 
1934  since  these  notes  are  not  Issued 
to  the  public.  They  are  "Issued  to  the 
Federal  Reserve  Banks  only  In  exchange 
for  gold  coin  or  bullion"  according  to 
the  statement  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment. Hence  the  large  denominations, 
since  the  amounts  taken  were  paid  for  In 
sums  and  multiples  of  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Should  the  Treasury  Department  con- 
vert Its  gold  to  profit  by  revaluation, 
it  will  deposit  the  banks  share  in  Gold 
Certificates.  In  any  case  the  Gold 
Certificates  will  remain  In  the  bank  as 
security  for  Federal  Reserve  Notes. 

The  Series  of  1934  differ  in  their 
economic  type  in  accordance  with  the 
new  status  of  gold  In  the  Treasury.  The 
older  series  bear  the  statement  "This 
Is  to  certify  that-  there  has  been  de- 
posited in  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States  of  America  dollars  In  Gold 


Coin  payable  to  the  bearer  on  demand" 
The  new  Issue  makes  no  mention  of 
"coin"  and  Is  Inscribed  "This  is  to  certify 
that  there  Is  on  deposit  In  the  Treasury 

of  the  United  States  of  America  

dollars  In  Gold  payable  to  lhe  bearer 
on  demand  as  authorized  by  law." 

Collectors  holding  a specimen  of  this 
type  of  Currency  In  new  condition  may 
well  prize  It  for  the  story  it  tells  of  the 
age-old  question  of  money  values  and 
standards. 

Shortly  after  the  small  sized  currency 
was  Issued  In  July  1 929  the  new  Gold 
Certificates  made  their  appearance.  To 
the  disappointment  of  some,  especially 
the  collectors,  the  reverse  sides  of  the 
bills  heretofore  printed  in  orange  were 
in  green  Ink.  Thus  the  "yellow-back" 
had  disappeared  even  though  the  new 
Certificates  were  Indentical  in  status 
with  the  large  bills.  Series  of  1 922. 
However  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  the 
Treasury  for  completely  uniform  reverse 
designs  the  green  Ink  had  to  be  used 
since  the  backs  are  now  printed  In  bulk. 

The  American  Gold  Certificates  has 
always  enjoyed  a superior  standing 
among  the  paper  money  of  the  World. 
For  years  they  had  been  accepted  in 
Europe  and  In  the  west  Indies.  At  one 
time  they  were  made  legal  for  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes  on  somie  of  the  British 
West  Indian  Islands.  The  new  notes 
wl+hout  their  brilliant  orange  backs  en- 
joyed the  same  good  will,  representing 
as  they  did  the  acme  of  convertibility 
and  security. 
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HISTORICAL  ASPECTS 

of  the 

CONSTANTINIAN  COINAGE 

By  R.  W.  JOHNSON 


THE  period  of  Roman  Imperialism 
* known  as  "Constantinlan,"  occupies 
an  extremely  Important  position  In  the 
pageant  of  history.  It  was  an  era  of 
transition;  from  an  economic,  political 
and  religious  standpoint. 

Roman  civilization,  which  had  cele- 
brated Its  1 000th  anniversary  In  the 
reign  of  Philip  I (244 — 249  A.D.),  was 
tottering  and  on  the  verge  of  a fall. 
The  Empire  was  sorely  vexed  with  a 
badly  debased  currency  and,  in  conse- 
quence, prices  of  commodities  soared 
to  almost  prohibitive  heights.  Barbar- 
ian pressure  was  rapidly  Increasing  on 
the  northern  provinces  and  threatened 
shortly  to  prove  over-whelming.  Pagan 
religious  beliefs  had  failed  to  provide 
solace  In  such  times  of  stress.  What 
Rome  needed  was  a renaissance,  and 
a firm  hand  at  the  helm.  The  outstand- 
ing Emperors  of  this  period  provided 
just  this  steadying  Influence,  and  gave 
the  Empire  a new  lease  on  life. 

The  Constantinlan  age  may  be  said 
to  date  from  the  reign  of  Diocletian. 
His  division  of  the  Roman  Empire  into 
"Prefectures"  and  wide-spread  economic 
and  monetary  reforms  were  far-reaching 
in  their  effects.  The  foundation  of  a 
new  Rome  (Constantinople),  by  Con- 
stantine the  Great,  definitely  shifted 
the  center  of  power  to  the  East.  Chris- 
tianity's final  triumph,  and  Its  establish- 
ment as  the  State  religion.  Is  also  a 
product  of  his  reign.  Its  Influence  on 
the  life  of  the  times  can  hardly  be  over- 
estimated. The  trend  Is  now  definitely 
away  from  the  old  order,  and  we  catch 
faint  glimpses  of  fhe  Byzantine  era 
shortly  to  emerge.  Much  of  the  fore- 
going evolution  Is  reflected  In  the  coin- 
age of  fhe  times.  Our  period  ends 
with  the  reign  of  Honorlus  In  fhe  West; 


Arcadlus  is  generally  considered  as  be- 
ing the  first  true  Byzantine  ruler. 

Diocletian's  introduction  of  a new  coin 
denomination  of  fixed  value  (the  silver- 
washed  bronze  "follls")  was  of  the 
greatest  Importance  from  an  economic 
standpoint.  Although  this  coin  was  de- 
based by  later  emperors,  It  temporarily, 
at  least,  re-established  the  confidence 
of  the  people  In  their  government.  The 
"follls"  constituted  one  of  the  principal 
coinages  of  this  era,  and  Its  use  con- 
tinued on  Into  the  succeeding  Byzantine 
age. 

The  Roman  currency  now  exhibits 
many  new  characteristics;  marked  Inno- 
vations In  the  choice  of  Inscriptions  and 
pictorial  representation  begin  to  mani- 
fest themselves. 

Realistic  portraiture  Is  now  on  the 
wane.  Indicating  a decline  In  the  arts, 
and  we  note  a growing  tendency  to- 
wards a more  formal  delineation  of 
the  Emperor's  features. 

The  gradual  substitution  of  the  jew- 
eled diadem  (Fig.  I)  for  the  radiated 
crown  heralds  the  accumulating  strength 
of  Christianity  and  a consequent  disbe- 
lief In  the  divinity  of  the  Emperor.  That 
this  did  not  Indicate  an  actual  loss  in 
Imperial  prestige,  is  demonstrated  by 
the  Increasing  use  of  the  title  DN, 
(Domlnus  Noster),  or  "Our  Master"  on 
the  Roman  coinage;  an  appellation 
which  a Caligula  or  a Nero  would  not 
have  dared  to  assume  in  an  earlier  and 
freer  age. 

We  also  observe  the  more  frequent 
appearance  of  helmeted  and  facing 
busts  on  the  obverse  of  the  coinage  of 
this  period.  Both  types  occur  in  Fig.  2, 
although  they  are  not  always  necessarily 
found  In  combination. 
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Th  e reverse  designs  and  inscriptions 
illustrate,  in  an  outstanding  manner,  the 
trend  of  the  times. 

Security  of  the  imperial  boundaries, 
against  barbarian  raids,  could  only  be 
assured  by  a strong  display  of  military 
force.  Types  relating  to  the  army  and 
its  paramount  importance  at  this  time, 
occupy  a prominent  position  in  "Con- 
stantinian"  numismatics. 

A coin  of  Maximianus  Herculius, 
(Fig.  3),  will  serve  to  illustrate  this  point. 
A soldier,  armed  with  a spear  and  shield 
and  carrying  a military  trophy  over  his 
left  shoulder,  is  advancing  against  an 
unseen  foe.  The  surrounding  inscription, 
VIRTUS  EXERCITUS,  may  be  translated 
as,  "The  bravery  of  the  army."  An 
interesting  side-light  on  this  legend  will 
be  found  in  the  derivation  of  the  word 
EXERCITUS.  It  originated  in  the  "exer- 
cises", which  were  so  necessary  in  order 
to  maintain  discipline  and  harden  the 
troops  for  strenuous  campaigns. 

Additional  inscriptions  of  a military 
character  include:  GLORIA  EXER- 
CITUS: CONCORDIA  MILITUM;  VIR- 
TUM  MILITUM:  SARMATIA  DEVICTA, 
"Sarmatia  conquered"  (Fig.  4),  and 
VICTORIA  AUGGG  or  "The  victory  of 
the  3 Augusti  or  Emperors." 

Military  symbolisms  also  appear  in  the 
portrayal  of  a Roman  soldier  in  the  act 
of  impaling  an  enemy  with  his  spear 
and  the  standing  figure  of  the  Emperor 
with  a bound  captive  at  his  feet. 

It  is  amusing  to  note  the  use  of  such 
grandiloquent  titles  as:  GLORIA  RO- 
MANORUM  (Fig.  14),  and  GLORIA, 
SALUS  and  SECURITAS  REIPUBLICAE 
(Figs.  5 and  I I)  in  this  era.  The  "Glory 
of  the  Romans"  was  highly  debatable  In 
these  declining  days  of  the  Empire:  and 
the  "Health"  (SALUS),  and  "Security" 
(SECURITAS),  of  the  Roman  "Common- 
wealth" (REIPUBLICAE),  would  appear 
to  be  anachronistic  In  these  chaotic 
times.  The  Roman  emperors  of  this 
age  had  either  a bad  sense  of  propor- 
tion or  a very  lively  wit.  These  phrases 
certainly  bear  all  the  ear-marks  of  a 
very  obvious,  but  perhaps  expedient, 
propaganda. 


The  Emperor  Is  now  frequently  eulo- 
gized as  the  "Restorer"  or  "Protector" 
of  the  State.  An  excellent  example  of 
this  sort  of  laudation  Is  shown  on  a follis 
of  Maxentius  (Fig.  6).  Roma,  seated 
In  an  ornately  decorated  four  columned 
temple.  Is  handing  a globe  to  the  Em- 
peror. At  his  feet.  Is  the  figure  of 
a bound  captive.  The  inscription  CON- 
SERV  URB  SUAE  is  translated  as,  "The 
Saviours  of  their  City":  referring  to  the 
co-ruling  Augusti.  The  extremely  com- 
mon FEL  TEMP  REPARATIO  type,  "A 
Happy  Renewal  of  the  Times,"  and 
PROVIDENTIA  AUGG  (Fig.  7).  "The 
fore-sight  of  the  2 Emperors"  showing 
a fortified  city  gate,  would  also  come 
under  this  classification. 

We  now  consider  one  of  the  most 
Interesting  phases  of  the  Constantinlan 
coinage:  namely,  religion.  The  entire 
range  of  Roman  religious  evolution  takes 
place  before  our  eyes. 

Legends  of  the  earliest  days  of  Rome 
are  illustrated  on  a coin  of  Maxentius 
(Fig.  8).  Romulus  and  Remus  (the  sup- 
posed founders  of  the  city)  are  depicted 
In  the  act  of  being  suckled  by  the  she- 
wolf,  and  Castor  and  Pollux  (Its  tradi- 
tional saviours)  are  represented  by  the 
two  standing  figures  holding  the  bridles 
of  th  elr  horses. 

The  Roman  Pantheon  contributes 
portrayals  of  Jupiter,  Hercules  and 
Venus  and  such  Inscriptions  as:  lOVI 
CONSERVATORI,  "Jupiter  the  Pre- 
server": HERCULI  CONS  CAES.  "Her- 
cules the  Protector  of  the  Caesar": 
VENERI  VICTRICI,  "To  Venus  the  Vic- 
torlus"  (Fig.  9),  and  PROVIDENTIA 
DEORUM  "The  Providence  of  the 
Gods"  (Fig.  10). 

Julian  (The  Apostate)  made  an  abor- 
tive attempt  to  restore  the  animal  cults 
of  ancient  Egypt.  The  bull  "Apis" 
(Fig.  II),  and  the  jackal-headed  "Anu- 
bis"  with  the  sistrum,  are  depicted  on 
his  issues  from  the  mints  of  Antioch  and 
Alexandria. 

Although  "deification"  honors  were 
still  granted  to  the  early  rulers  of  this 
period,  e.g.,  DIVO  CONSTANTIO 
AUG:  Emperor-worship,  as  a religion. 
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tends  to  decline.  He  is  now  thought  of 
as  typifying  the  State,  and  worshipped 
In  this  new  aspect. 

We  also  note  a decrease  In  the  use 
of  the  personified  "Virtues"  (Honor, 
Piety,  etc.),  as  reverse  symbols.  This  is 
supplanted  by  the  introduction  of  the 
"Genius"  class  of  inscription;  GENIO 
POP  ROM,  "The  Genius  of  the  Roman 
People",  (Fig.  12);  and  GENIO  AUG- 
USTI,  "The  Genius  of  the  Emperors",  to 
provide  two  examples. 

MIthraIsm,  the  strong  rival  of  Ohris- 
tlanlty  and  a favorite  with  the  soldiers, 
is  represented  by  the  figure  of  the 
Sun-God  with  a radiated  head  and  the 
accompanying  legend  SOLI  INVICTO 
OOMITI  (Fig.  13),  an  allusion  to  this 
religion. 

Constantine  the  Great  probably  In- 
troduced Christianity  as  a matter  of 
political  expediency,  rather  than  from 
any  firm  personal  convictions. 

The  transition  from  paganism  to 
Christianity  was  very  gradual.  Pagan 
symbolisms  persisted  on  the  coinage 
long  after  Its  Inception. 

The  first  example  of  the  use  of  Chris- 
tian emblems  on  the  Roman  coinage 
occurs  In  the  portrayal  of  the  "Chl- 
Rho"  ( ^ ),  or  monogram  for  Christ,  on 
the  "labarum"  or  legionary  banner  of 
the  troops.  It  reached  Its  height  In 
the  reign  of  Magnentius;  who  utilized 
the  entire  reverse  field  for  a plcturlza- 
tlon  of  the  "Chi-Rho",  with  the  addi- 
tional "alpha  and  omega"  mentioned  In 
"Revelations".  An  illustration  of  the 
frequently  occurring  mixed  symbolisms 
of  this  period  Is  depicted  on  a coin  of 
Theodosius  (Fig.  14).  The  Emperor,  clad 
In  a military  costume.  Is  standing  on 
the  deck  of  a ship;  af  the  rudder.  Is  a 
figure  of  "Victory"  and  In  the  sky,  ap- 
pear two  "Christian"  crosses.  The  plain 
cross,  a distinctly  Byzantine  type.  Is 
exhibited  on  a solidus  of  Honorlus, 
bringing  our  era  to  a close. 

Thus,  we  perceive  the  close  Inter-re- 
lationship between  the  coinage  and 
history  of  the  times,  a study  of  which 
will  greatly  add  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  collector. 


Coins  of  the  late  Roman  Empire  may 
be  obtained  at  very  reasonable  prices, 
as  new  hoards  are  frequently  being  un- 
earthed.

bearing  the  date  of  1924.  This  order 
was  repeated  In  1929.  Bronze  I and 
V2  mlllieme  coins  of  the  same  design 
were  also  struck  there  in  1925  and  1926. 

In  1929  a new  coinage  was  author- 
ized. The  gold  was  struck  In  London 
and  the  silver  and  minor  coins  at  Buda- 
pest. These  have  a small  B.P.  on  the 
reverse.  The  King  faces  left  and  he 
is  shown  In  military  uniform,  the  work 
of  Percy  Metcalf.  The  Inscription  Is 
placed  before  and  behind  the  head. 
The  reverses  are  the  same  as  on  the 
previous  Issue.  100,  50  and  20  piastre 
pieces  were  struck.  Those  gold  pieces 
I have  seen  bear  the  dates  1930  and 
1349.  In  1932  three  hundred  gold  500 
piastre  pieces  were  struck  In  London  of 


the  new  design,  also  at  London  In  1934 
20,  10  and  5 piastre  silver  pieces  were 
struck,  these  without  mint  mark. 

At  the  Budapest  Mint  iO,  5 and  2 
mllllemes  In  copper-nickel  and  I and 
V2  mllllemes  In  bronze  were  struck. 
These  like  the  silver  bear  the  dates  1929 
and  1348.  The  mint  letters  on  these 
Is  under  the  date  at  left.  In  1932  bronze 
I and  V2  mllllemes  were  struck  at  the 
Mint,  Birmingham  and  also  at  King's 
Norton  and  can  be  distinguished  by  the 
Mint  letters  H or  K.N.  Also  at  Birming- 
ham in  1924,  10  and  5 copper-nickel 
pieces  were  made.  In  1933  a 2V2  mll- 
llemes octagonal  piece  was  authorized 
and  was  struck  at  Birmingham  In  1934. 
This  piece  was  described  in  the  Journal 
for  March  1935.
